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JONES WOOD DESTROYED. 


_4hent Fifteen Stables Burned—Fifty 
Morses Perish in the Flames. 

New York. May 16.—The Fmpire City co- 
loseum in Washington park, better known 
ag Jones woods, was totally destroyed by 
fire at 4 o'clock this morning. Beside it 
lie the ruins of one of the largest stone 
Works in the citv, about fifteen stables and 
tWiee as inany shanties, and among the 
shes are the charred sk2letons of fifty 
hofses. Jouring the conflagration the 
acfeams of the unfortunate animals, as the 
flames enveloped them, aroused the whole 
*ighborhood. The fire spread to the sta- 
les so quickly that it was impossible to 
liberate the hoses and they perished in th2ir 
Stalls, 

The ruins extend oyer four blocks. A 
Strong wind blew the flames from Wash- 
ington park on Sixty-ninth street northward 
to Seventy-jirst street and southward to 
inty-seventh street, and half an hour after 
the first Spark had been geen the whole 
Tete between Avenue A and the East river, 
W-thin the boundaries of these streets, was

THE STORM IN MINNESOTA, 


Water Did Great Damage to Property. 
Seven Lives Lost. 

St. Paul, Minn., May 16.—Half a million 
dollars will scarcely cover the damage 
done by the great storm of yesterday and 
last night in Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
The downpour of rain was the greatest ever 
known in this section of the northwest and 
in many places was as destructive as a 
waterspout. The damage is greatest along 
the St. Croix. Eugalle and Chippewa 
rivers, where the rise in the waters was 
so rapid that bridges could not resist it 
and dozens of them were washed away. 
In several places also dams were washed 
out and the swift flowing flood did large 
damage to business property. 

Tre death list so far includes seven, one 
being killed by lighning near Anika, Minn., 
and another near New Richmond, Wis. 
A woman and two children were drowned 
in the Bugalle river near Spring Valley, 
Wis., and two men were drowned near 
Mindon, Minn. 

Railway traffic was in a state of paralysis 
all day because of the bridges and wash- 
outs on the tracks.

IOHNSTON MEN CONFIDENT. 


They Claim That He Has a Majority of 
the Delegates. 
Birmingham, Ala., May 16.—(Special.)— 
There hangs over the result of the demo- 
cratic primary a dark cloud of doubt as to 
who really will be the nominee. For a long 
time it was thought that Johnston would 
simply sweep the state and that he would 
go into the convention with over 305 dele- 
gates. Tonight this city is in doubt as to 
who will be the nominee and it probably 
will not be definitely known as to who holds 
the winning hand until after the state con- 
vention at Montgomery on May 22d. As the 
returns come in from the conventions held 
all over the state today the footings show 
that it will be extremely close between 
Johnston and Oates for governor. A few 
Oates counties and a large number of John- 
ston counties prorated their delegates, re- 
sulting in a net loss to Johnston of 39 votes. 
"his makes it look extremely doubtful 
whether Johnston can win without the 
votes of Lee county, where there is a con- 

test. 

The Johnston men believe that Lee will 
be accorded them in the convention and 
that he will have 256 votes, or three more 
than enough to nominate. The prorates, 
which cost Johnston so heavily, were made 
in the interest of candidates for minor 
state offices. Had it not been for this mat- 
ter of prorating the most sanguine expecta- 
tions of Captain Johnston's friends would 
have been realized. While the enthusiasm 
which has veen prevalent for the past two 
weeks has not abated in the least, it has 
not risen any. Tonight Johnston’s friends 
are confident that when the convention 
meets he will be the man eletted, and not- 
withstanding the closeness of the vote that 
it will be on the first ballot.

NOTHING EXPECTED TO COME OF IT 


It Will Hardly Deal with Trusts or Bring 
Out Anything About the Specula- 
tions of Members in Sugar. 


Washington, May 16.—(Special.)—The res- 
olution of Senator Lodge to investigate the 
attempted bribery of Senators Hunton and 
Kyle to vote against the tariff bill and the 
influences brought to bear to make the su- 
gar schedule as it is now in the bill, cre- 
ated somewhat of a sensation in the sen- 
ate this morning. 

The resolution may be adopted, but the 
indications are that the investigation will 
amount to nothing. C. W. Buttz, the man 
who offered Senator Hunton $25,000 to vote 
against the tariff bill, is an old, worn out 
alleged lobbyist about here, who was once 
a carpet bag member of congress from 
South Carolina. He probably has not $26 
in the world, and his talk was simply 
“through his hat,’’ so to speak. He is a 
crank and may have thought that he could 
get an option on a vote and sell it. It is 
considered rather strange that Senator 
Hunton should have paid any attention to 
such a character. An investigation will 
develop the fact that the man was simply 
talking for effe¢t and that no one was be- 
hind him. Men who want to control votes 
don’t go about it in that way. If the com- 
mittee could get at the facts there would 
probably be some sensational developments 
from the second section of the Lodge reso- 
lution, which provides for an investigation 
of the influences of the sugar trust upon 
the tariff bill. The story of how the sugar 
trust people fixed the sugar schedule of the 
tariff bill would be mteresting, but that 
story will not be brought out in any in- 
vestigation. While every one has an idea 
of how it was done, there is no way to 
prove it, and this | 
had, like all others, will develop nothing. 
It will be a farce. 

“Yes,” said Mr. Hunton, “the story is 
correct, although I am sorry that it has 
been published. It was not a matter of 
recent occurrence, however, for it happened 
more than a month ago, and I immediately 
notified the managers of the bill on the 
floor of the senate and it is in their hands 
for such action as they may see fit to take. 
I do not care anything for a congressiona! 
investigation, but if the managers of the 
bill think it is the best thing to do, I will 
assist them all in my power. The offer was 
not made to me personally, but through 
my ‘son, the sum to be paid being fixed at 
$25,000 by the man who attempted to bribe. 
No, I cannot give the name of the man 
who sought to get my vote.’’ 

Mr. Kyle is out of the city, but Mr. Hun- 
ton sgid he knew that the same man had 
approached him, and this was corrvuborated 
by Mr. .MacFarlane, Mr. Kyle's clerk.

RAISED POSTAL NOTES. 


llow a Young Man Swindled People at 
Jacksonville. 

Jacksonville, Fla., May 16.—Last Saturday 
a young man appeared at the postoffice in 
Fernandina and purchased seventeen postal 
notes, each for 10 cents. The notes were 
numbered from 13764 to 13780 inclusive. The 
young man probably spent Sunday in rais- 
ing the notes from 10 cents to $4.10, for on 
Monday morning a well known merchant of 
this city presented one of the notes for 
payment at the Jacksonville postoffice. The 
clerk called his attention to the fact that 
the strips denoting dollars on the side of 
the note had been torn off, but as the mer- 
chant was known, and as postmasters some- 
times make mistakes in tearing off strips, 
the note was paid, conditionally, that the 
merchant should refund the money if the 
note was a fraud. 

Postmaster Clark wrote the Fernandina 
postmaster, who telegraphed immediately 
that the notes had been drawn for 10 cents 
and that seventeen of them had been issued 
to one party. After the merchant presented 
his note two others came in for payment— 
one of them from a lady and another from 
a well known bank. The merchant who 
presented the first note said that on Monday 
a stranger appeared in his store and asked 
him to cash a postal note, saying that he 
did not have time to go to the postoffice, as 
he was in a hurry to catch a train. Said 
the stranger: “The note is for $4.10, just 
give me $4 and keep the 10 cents for your 
trouble.’’ The young man has disappeared 
and has left no trace save a number of 
swindled peopie.

CONGRESS HAS HO RIGHT 10 REFUSE 


Restore the Bimetallic Standard ar 
It Stood for Eighty Years, 


NO QUIBBLE OVER THIS ACTION 


Mr. Cleveland’s Administration Is En 
dorsed for Its Course in Dealing 
with the Federal Election Laws. 


Kansas City, Mo,, May 16.—The demo 
cratic state convention remained in session 
until 2:15 o'clock a. m. and adjourned with- 
out disposing of the platform question until 
10 o'clock this morning. It was 10:45 o'clock, 
however, before the conveation was called 
to order. The silver question was the bon® 
of contention. The majority report of the 
platform committee, as originally presented, 
was finally adopted, all efforts to amend !t 
having failed. It contains a declaration for 
a tariff for revenue only, denounces the 
McKinley bill and favors an income tax aa 
proposed by the Wilson Dill. 

The following is the silver plank: 

“Whereas, The constitution of the United 
States provides that congress shall have 
power to coin money, regulate the value 
thereof and of foreign coins, and also pro- 
vides that no state shall coin money or 
make anything but gold and silver coin a 
tender in payment of debts; hence we de- 
clare it to be a duty enjoined upon con- 
gress by the constitution to_coin both gold 
and silver money for the use of the people 
of the states; that congress has no rightful 
power to refuse the coinage of either metal. 

“We therefore demand the free bimetaliic 
coinage of both gold and silver and the res- 
toration of the bimetallic standard as it 
existed under our laws for over eighty 
years prior to the demonetization of the 
standard silver dollar in 1873, and should 
it become necessary in order to maintam 
the two metals in circulation to readjust 
the ratio, it should be determined whether 
gold has risen or silver has fallen, and 
whether there should be a change of the 
gold dollar or of the silver dollar or of 
both: to the end that whatever ratio is 
adopted the rights of both creditor and 
debtor shall be preserved alike, having im 
view the demands of the people for an ad 
equate circulating medium, 

“We declare that we are not in favor of 
gold monometallism or silver monometak 
lism, but that both should be coined at suck 
ratio as will maintain the two metals m 
circulation. 

“We insist upon the democratic doctrine 
of Jackson and Benton, that all money is- 
sued by the authority of congress shall be 
issued and its value maintained by the 
government. P 

“That we are opposed to farming out te 
rational banks the m@ght to issue circulating 
notes. 

“That we are opposed to any further in- 
crease of the interest-bearing debt of ths 
government. | 

‘“‘We endorse the action of President Cleve 
land and the democratic congress in the 
repeal of the infamous federal election laws 
by the partisan administration of which by 
the republican party, when in power, thé¢ 
will of the majority and the right of the 
states have been trampled upon with impw 
nity.”’ : 

The vote was 342 to 10.

When Hon. Thomas E. Watson siepped in 
front of the footlights,. the applause and 
shouts that greeted him were well-nigh 
deafening, lasting for several minutes, the 
speaker bowing frequently in the meantime 
and smiling with the unalloyed pleasure he 
felt at the overwhelming reception. 

His first move was at the railroads; after 
m@ few remarks he said: 

“They tell us that there is no way to get 
the railroads in the control of the govern- 
ment; I tell you that we can get back what 
we gave. Under the law of eminent domain 
the roads laid out their right of way 
through your pas‘ures, your front yards, 
your homes and your cemeteries, condemn- 
ing any property they saw fit for the good 
of the public. Can't we get them back? 
Why not? Well, we can and get them hon- 
estly, for we won't steal them. I don’t 
want to steal anything from any man and 
I don’t want any man to steal from me 
unless he takes my debts, too. (Laughter.) 
I advceate injustice neither to the rich nor 
the poor. You have the irght to outrun me 
in life’s race if you can. You have the right 
to accumulate something for yourself and 
your family; it is your duty to lay by for 
wife, or children, and for a rainy day. 

“Wall Street Cleaned 'Em Out.” 

‘When I was a congressman de jure and 
Ge facto, I advocated the purchase of the 
roads by the government, but my friend 
Pat Calhoun was on hand with his argu- 
ment and he beat me out. When they turn- 
ed the Central aloose what happened? Why 
millionaire and widow wept side by side— 
Wall street had cleaned them both out. The 
millionaire lost his millions and the widow 
her hundreds and the orphans their scores. 
The Central was built in the main by Geor- 
gia and Georgia capital, and was fostered 
by Georgia exemption. The railroads are 
powerful. They bribe legislatures, they 
bribe congress and they bribe judges. Didn't 
Jay Gould give this away in his testimony 
before the New York legislature? Didn't 
he say that he furnished campaign funds? 
In a democratic community he was a demo- 
crat, in a republican town he was a repub- 
lican and where the independents ruled he 
perched on their roost, but *ret. l-st and 
all the time he was for the Erie road. 
- “*“You say the government cat run 
railroads? Tonighi it is running nearly 
four-fifths, to be more exact 1] will say 
three-fifths, of the railoads in the United 
States. (Applause, prolonged.) I grant you 
that the government is not making much 
of a success at the business yet, but it 
hasn’t had time to get its hand in. An-

“He has violated the law of the land by 
issuing bonds,when the only law authorizing 
the issue says that the bonds should be 
used to retire greenbacks., He has violated 
it in the face of the subsequent law which 
declares that no more greenbacks must be 
retired.

= of treating the negro, nor do I be- 
ieve in C. H - Taylorism; nor do I 
believe in what Cleveland did in New York. 
He mixed the negroes and the whites to- 
gether in the schools, thus guaranteeing 
eternal discord between them. You may not 
have heard of this, but it is true. 

‘Let the south settle this question herself 
and in her own way. Give to the colored 
man his rights by law, not social equality. 
I believe that every man is boss of his 
own house, unless, maybe, his wife is.

“The negroes pay taxes and the negroes 
have certain rights. I say let’s settle the 
colored question by conceding to the col- 
ored man the right to think for himself and 
vote for himself, giving a fair count for all.”

General Evans Was at No Time a Know

people by means of their own laws. 
What England wants is cheap bread 
for her balf-paid wage earners and cheap 
cotton to keep her spindles running. This 
tremendous tribute our people are now 
paying her. We are compelled to sell 
her eur wheat and cotton at starvation 
prices. To that extent the condition of 
the people of Great Britain is improved 
and that of our own people made worse. 
It is, therefore, both foolish and un- 
true to say that the condition of the 

United Kingdom is as bad as that of the 
United States has been and will be un- 
der the single gold standard. The situa- 
tion in the two countries is not at all 
comparable. The conditions are entirely 
different. The ambitions and hopes of 
the people are different. The people of 
the two countries, owing to the nature 
of their environments, are different. An 
American would not rest content within 
the limitations imposed on him by his 
environment in Great Britain. An-Eng- 
lishman would require years to grow to 
the breadth of a native born American. 

We do not know how far The Boston 
Hlerald intends the meaning of its state- 
ment to go, but it is unquestionably the 
fact that the single gold standard is ad- 
Vientageous to British interests, other- 
w'se these interests would net rest under 
ita month. It is advantageous because 
the world is England’s debtor. Aecord- 
ing to the estimate of Mr. Gladstone, the 
amount of money that the rest of the na- 
tions of the earth owe to England reaches 
the enormous sum of two thousand mil- 
lion pounds — sterling—$10,000,000,000. 
This sum under the single gold standard 
is constantly increasing in value by rea- 
son of the fact that the interest paid on 
it in gold is constantly increasing in pur- 
chasing power. 

This golden tribute, which is annually 
poured into England’s vaults, not only 
increases her wealth, but brings in 
money enough to meet the demands of 
England’s business men. Does any one 
suppose that under these cirenmstances 
England is likely to enter into any agree- 
ment with other countries that will com- 
pel her to sacrifice or surrender any ¢gn- 
siderable part of the returns that she re- 
ceives from her investments abroad? 
When, in the course of her long history, 
has England ever sacrificed her own in- 
terests to the welfare of other nations? 
She has sacrificed the people and the in- 
terests of other nations to her own greed, 
but in no shape or form has she ever sur- 
rendered to other nations anything of 
value, except at the point of the bayonet. 

The Constitution is not advocating bi- 
metallism because it would benefit other 
nations, but because it would benefit our 
own people. If the United States were 
a creditor nation we doubt very much 
whether the double standard would be 
the best thing for American interests. 
We are in favor of opening our mints to 
silver because it would enable the people 
of this country to take advantage of our 
inexhaustible resources and exact from 
England and Europe fair prices for our 
products. We are in favor of the joint 
Standard because the new money supply 
would enable this country to utilize its 
idle labor and renew its industrial devel- 
opment, which has been cut short by the 
contraction of our currency basis.

They have built a num- 
ber of houses and about thirty converts 
have been recruited in the neighborhood. 
A beginning has also been made on the 
wonderful temple, which is to be grander 
than the great Mormon tabernacle at 
Salt Lake City. The Chicago Mail Says: 

This temple will be 600 feet square. It will 
be built in the very heart of the thirty-six 
miles square. From this temple roads will 
stretch out in every direction. A big city, 
it is hoped, will compass this temple about. 
The city will be octagon in Shape. The out- 
lying Space jbetween the city and _ the 
limits of the thirty-six-mile tract will be 
divided into squares, octagons, circles and 
hexagons. The sides of each section will 
extend clear around the city or section 
within it. Each division will be allotted 
to some special purpose. One will be de- 
voted to farms, another to grazing grounds, 
a third to little villages, a fourth to fruit 
trees. The plans call for a community con- 
taining 1,296 square miles of territory and 
about 1,000,000 Koreshans. 

Conversion is a profitable art as pursued 
by Teacher Teed. That wily medicine man 
roped in 240 of his 1,000 acres in Florida 
by lassoing their owner with the tenets 
of the Koreshans. Many of these 340 acres 
are planted with fruit trees. One reason 
why Teed caught his prey so easily is due 
probably to the fellow’s name, which is 
Damfuhler. 

Meantime, until the disciples begin to 
chase down to Florida after the sugar 
plums, the teacher of the Koreshans is 
sure to hang up, the nucleus of victims 
already there is trying to live off the 
natural fertility if the Floridian soil. There 
are said to be enough mulberry trees on 
the tract to warrant the begnning of a silk 
industry. Oranges, lemons, grapes and 
mangoes are ripening faster than they can 
be picked off even by Teacher Teed, who 
is a master of arts in the art of plucking. 
Corn, cane, cotton, wheat, rice, grass and 
kitchen garden stuff simply scrape each 
other’s heads off in their irrepressible de- 
sire to grow first on that favored spot. 
Gay plumaged birds flit over the wild or- 
chids and bob gayly through the palmettos 
and pines. The chamelion walks to the 
front doors each morning to be fondled, 
and as a reward for gentle mien will sit 
upon the laps of the Koreshan victims, 
Thus saith the letters ‘which some of the 
colony have written to those who linger 
longer at Washington Heights. 

Sober-minded people will read these 
statements with mingled indignation and 
amusement, and they will say that it is 
impossible for Dr. Teed toe secure and 
hold a following. But they do not take 
into consideration the immense number 
of cranks in this country. The doctor 
has for the past four years managed to 
control quite a large colony of “angels” 
at Washington Heights, and he may be 
able to draw many more to his new 
heaven in Florida. Some of the stories 
told of him are almost incredible. A 
year or so ago it is said that a lady con- 


| vert paid him $5,000 to transform ber 


pocketed the money, but as the lady did 
not feel any more like Minerva than be- 
fore her bargain, she kicked and wanted 
her $5,000 returned. Teed’s reply set- 
tled the matter. He said that his convert 
had obstinately failed te put her mind 
in the proper subjective eondition, and 
it was, therefore, her own fault that she 
had not been transformed. Of course, 
there could be no answer to this. 

But how will the Floridians in and 
around Lee county like this new experi- 
ment? From what we know of them we 
are satisfied that they will make “Ko- 
resh” and his “angels” behave them- 
selves, and if they cut up any high jinks 
they will go to court and perhaps to the 
echaingang. There is no locality in the 
south where the people will patiently 
tolerate an imposter who claims to be 
Christ and a crowd of dupes who insist 
that they are “angels.”

Charges of Corruption. 

Some of the charges of corruption now 
floating around doubtless have nothing in 
them, but it will do no harm to investi- 
gate them. 

The suzar trust scandal story, . first 
published in The Philadelphia Press and 
The New York Press, should be looked 
into and the whole truth should come 
cut. We do not believe the story. We 
eannot believe that in consideration of 
$500,000 contributed to the democratic 
campaign fund in 1892 by the sugar 
tiust managers certain prominent demo- 
crats undertook to so manipulate the 
president and the senate as to prevent 
any legislation hostile to the trust. Mr. 
Cleveland is the lust man in the world to 
be caught and controlled by such cor- 
rupt tricksters, but it is possible that 
Sone of the senators have indulged in a 
compromising flirtation with the sugar 
miagnites. The New York Journal of 
Commerce says: 

The subcommittee of the finance commit- 
tee allowed the refiners about one-eighth 
of a cent, but put a duty on raw sugars 
that would have yielded a substantial rev- 
enue to the government. The full commit- 
tee took off a little of the duty the refin- 
ers would have to pay on the grades of 
Sugar they prefer to import. Then the cau- 
cus committee revised the matter ‘still 
further in the same direction, giving the 
refiners additional protection and probably 
reducing the revenue they would pay to the 
government on raw sugars, but the substi- 
tution of an ad valorem for a specific duty 
obscures, as it was intended that it should, 
a& comparison between the rates. The sig- 
nificant thing is that the rate of diy pro- 
posed by the caucus committee is almost 
identically that which Mr. Havemeyer 
asked for in a statement widely published 
by the trust in March. No other industry 
has such influence in congress, especially 
in the senate, as the sugar refining indus- 
try. No othef industry’ makes anything like 
so much money, or can afford to spend any- 
thing like as much money to get what it 
wants. 

Why should the compromisers of the 
senate be willing to yield to the sugar 
trust in the way of protection more than 
McKinley offered before the trust “rea- 
soned” with him and his commnittee? The 
Richmond Times takes hold of the mat- 
ter reluctantly, but its deep disgust is 
shown in the following comment: 

These are startling facts, which call for 
explanation, but which the United States 
senate will never explain. The senate which 
contained Calhouns and Websters and Clays 
—men whom the people were taught to look 
up to and revere—is a thing of the past. 
The United States senator of today is a 
political ‘“‘boss,”” who swaps his vote on 
tariff bills to a protected monopoly which 
contributes money ‘to his campaign fund 
with which he debauches the state elec- 
tions for the legislature, and thus controls 
that legislature when he is to be re-elected. 
The Cincinnati Commercial4jazette 
suggests that a proescution for libel 
would probably bring out the facts. It 
Says: 

The New York Press published yesterday 
morning at great length specific charges 
against the president of the United States, 
the secretary of the treasury and certain 
United States senators, alleging that the 
recent manipulations of- the proposed tariff 
law in the interest of the sugar trust have 
been made at the instance of Mr. Cleveland. 
le seems incredible that the president could 
be guilty of this high crime against the 
people of the United States—a crime which 
would deserve impeachment, followed by 
arrest and imprisonment. Once in the his- 
tory of the United States an editor has 
been tried and convicted of the crime of 
libeling the president, though the offense 
charged in the publication was not of the 
infamous character contained in the article 
printed by The Press. If, in the present 
instance, the charges made are untrue, 


_the editor and publisher of that paper should 


be indicted, convicted and the full penalty 
of the law imposed upon them. The statute 
of the United States covering this offense is 
very severe, and can be enforced by the 
courts in any part of the country. 

The publishers of The Press are within 
the reach of the courts, they are men of 
high standing, and through the wide circu- 
lation of their paper, exercise vast influ- 
ence and power. [f they have wrongfully 
used that great power against the chief 
magistrate of the nation, no punishment can 
be too swift or. too severe, for a libel 
charging the president with the commis- 
sion of high crimes and misdemeanors is 
an assault upon the government itself. 

Our collemporaury goes on lo say that, 
while the country has had reason to be- 
lieve that a conspiracy existed between 
certain senators and the sugar trust, no- 
body has believed that the president or 
the secretary of the treasury had any- 
thing to do with it directly or indirectly. 
The specific charges, however, in the 
Story printed in The Press make it nec- 
essary to take some action, and a libel 
suit would show the truth or falsity of 
the allegations. 

If a libel suit does not commend itself 
to the parties interested Senator Lodge’s 
resolution to investigate the matter 
should be adopted and carried out to the 
letter. Our senators and other high offi- 
cials cannot afford to rest quietly under 
such charges when they are published in 
a reputable newspaper ever the signa- 
ture of a respectable and well-Known cor- 
respondent. 

An investigation by a congressional 
committee or a court cannot hurt the in- 
nocent.

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


Bourke Cockran was one of the speakers 
at the recent New York Catholic school 
exhibit. The Sun says: ‘“‘A roar’ of ap- 
plause went up as Manager Farley an- 
nounced Bourke Cockran. Mr. Cockran said 
that he was amazed that at this part of 
the nineteenth century it was found neces- 
sary to repel the charge that the Catholic 
church was hostile to republican institu- 
tions, 

“'Ts declare,’ said he, ‘that the Catho- 
lic church is hostile to the republic is to de- 
clare that the mother is hostile to her own 
offspring. The Catholic church is the old- 
est republic in the world, and has been al- 
ways favorable to such institutions. Those 
who tell us that the Catholic church, in its 
educational system, is hostile to this gov- 
ernment—(Here a voice in the audience 
cried out, ‘“‘8hey lie!’,—Let those who teil 
us such things look back to the work the 
church has been doing for 2,000 years.’ The 
speaker then described how the church es- 
tablished the order of chivalry in order to 
uplift womanhood; how it fostered learning 
in the dark ages and protected the weak 
against the strong. 

‘*What the church,’ he exclaimed, ‘is 
doing today in the parochial schools is what 
she did in ages gone by. I believe the time 
has come when Catholics should assert 
themselves and say that they, above all 
other citizens, are the men whose training 
and faith compel them to be live citizens 
of the republic.’ 

“Advancing toward Archbishop Corrigan 
with forefinger outstretched, Mr. Cockran 
declared with fervor that he would accept 
the teachings of the church from the arch- 
bishop with the utmest reverence, as be- 
fitted a son of the church. 

“ ‘But if the day should ever come (Mr. 
Cochran’s voice rose until it echoed through 
the big hall, and he was so close to the 
archbishop that the outstretched forefinger 
almost touched his nose) when from a 
Catholic pulpit you utter one word hostile 
to the integrity of this government, I tell 
you that if such language falis from your 
lips it will be heretical. You will be false 
to the republic and false to the church that 
placed the consecrated oil upon your hands 
for the blessing of your children.’ A sub- 
dued murmur ran through the hall and was 
quickly followed by a great burst of ap- 
plause.”’ 

Governor Crounse, of Nebraska, has re- 
ceived notification that the Lincoln branch 
of the commonweal army, organized recent- 
ly under the command of “General’’ Duff, 
and which left Omaha Monday for the east, 
has among its members one man whose 
purpose when he reaches Washington is to 
assassinate President Cleveland. The noti- 
fication or warning received by the governor 
came in the shape of a letter from A. L. 
Drummond, manager of a detective agency 
at New York. The writer is evidently sin- 
cere and says he only writes the governor 
in the interest of good government and 
with the hope that the Nebraska executive 
will see that the Duff army is disbanded. 
Drummond says that he received details of 
the plot from excellent authority, a Ne- 
braska man of prominence, whose name he 
does not disclose. Governor Crounse does 
not doubt that many such threats are made 
by the army of cranks now on their way to 
Washington, but he thinks them not worthy 
of serious concern. He writes Drummond 
that Duff antl his band, so long as they 
commit no overt act cannot be disbanded, 
but he doubts very much if the commander 
or any of his men will ever get within hail- 
ing distance of the national capital. 


Governor Waite, of Colorado, has received 
the following letter from Captain Ferron, 
of Omaha: “Governor Waite, Denver.—Dear 
Sir: My purpose is to recruit a regiment 
each of cavalry, infantry and wheelmen, 
either in Colorado or further west, and 
march overland. We cannot procure rail- 
road transportation until we reach the head 
of navigation upon the Red or Arkansas 
rivers. Then we can procure boats for the 
infantry, while a cavalry patrol will go 
ahead upon one bank with wheelmen upon 
the other bank, arousing the inhabitants 
and collecting sustenance. We will be ac- 
companied by a good band and a glee club 
for campaign and patriotic song. We will 
advance either up the Ohio, Tennessee or 
Cumberland rivers to the head of naviga- 
tion, and then march overland to Washing- 
ton, in case we are refused railroad 
portation.”

I followed as if in a dream, 
I was standing on the platform watching 
the flames when Mrs. Talmage took my 
arm and insisted that I should leave.” 

Then he continued, giving evidence of 
considerable emotion: “There is mercy 
on top of the disaster. If it had occurred 
one-half hour before, it would have been 
the worst calamity of the century. The 
church and all the rooms adjoining were 
packed with people, and the panic would 
have left the whole scene one of indescriba- 
ble horror, Or, if it had occurred two or 
three hours later, when the Sunday school 
would have been in session, there would 
have been a thousand housholds bereft in 
Brooklyn. Little children—helpless children— 
what would they have done? God cared 
for them, and even in this calamity His 
mercy is infinite. Personally, I feel not 
the least atom of disappointment, nor less 
faith in God, not less of hope, for the 
future. This long procession of disasters is 
inexplicable, We must simply accept -the 
fact. Our church has been burned three 
times, and it has always occurred on Sun- 
day. It is a mystery that I adjourn till the 
next world shall let us know.

resented at Roll Call. 


ENTHUSIASM «AND ZEAL PREVAIL 


The Platform Will Be Reported at 
This Morning’s Session. 


AND THEN WILL COME NOMINATIONS 


A Thrust Made at The Atlanta Journal’s 
Cartoon Artist—All About the First 
Day’s Session of the Convention. 


The people’s party has stormed Atlanta 
With, perhaps, more than 800 delegates and 
visitors. 

The convention is a notable one, indeed, 
characterized as it certainly is by far more 
interest and enthusiasm than the average 
state political convention. 

At times the interest runs so high among 
delegates thai the convention seems to go 
wild with excitement and zeal. Fidelity to 
the leaders is another characterizing feat- 
ure of the first day’s session of the conven- 
tion and the way the hundreds of delegates 
bow to this movement and that shows in 
no mistakable way that they are firmly 
organized as a political party and are de- 
termined to let nothing break their ranks—

absolutely nothing. 

The first day was free from squabbles, 
quarrels and bickering. 

If the delegates succeed in finishing up 
the business today by adopting the platform 
and making the nominations of statehouse 
Cfficers without rubbing one another up the 
wrong way, the convention will certainly 
go to record as one of exceeding harmony 
and good feeling. 

The work of the morning session yester- 
day morning was devoted to making per- 
fect the organization of tne convention. 
Committees were appointed to report on 
various matters and thus the business was 
fairly started. 

The committee on platform and resolu- 
tions will make report to the convention this 
morning and the first thing in the regular 
order of business ‘will be the. adoption of 
the platform. : 

Then will come the nominations. 

Nothing definite can be ascertained con- 
cerning the ticket further than that Judge 
Hines, of this city, will more than proba- 
bly be nominated for governor. 

The names of Colonel W. L. Peek and C. 
H. Ellington are mentioned in this connec- 
tion also, but it seems to be pretty well 
understood that Judge Hines will be the 
man. He will probably be nominated on the 
first ballot, and indeed, it would seem that 
he will be nominated without a dissenting 
voice, if it is made plain that he will ac- 
cept it. There is absolutely no spirit of 
rivalry in the question, neither among the 
delegates nor among the supposed candi- 
dates. Everything is harmony. 

The full routine of the first day’s session 
of the convention appears below: 


ROUVINE OF THE MORNING SESSION. 


lilow the Convention Came to Order 

and Proceeded with the Work. 

Long before 10 o’clock, the hour for the 
convention to meet, the~ delegates were 
crowding into the hall of the house of rep- 
resentatives. 

There was not even standing room in the 
aisles and hallways, so large was the crowd, 
and for a time it seemed that it would 
be impossible to get the convention ar- 
ranged and seated for business. 

The galleries, too, were crowded on all 
sides by hundreds of visitors and sympa- 
thizers. So close and hot did the hall be- 
come, crowded and packed as it was, men 
took off their coats to be comfortable. It 
was a stirring scene, to be sure, 

Chairman Erwin, of the executive commit- 
tee took the stand and called the conven- 
tion to order. After smiting the marble 
with the gavel several times, he succeeded 
in putting a hush to the roaring buzz of 
the moving mass and called upon the del- 
egations to arrange themselves according 
to congressional district divisions. Banners 
were hoisted here and there about the hall 
bearing thé numbers of the districts and 
each delegate went to his respective flag- 
Staff, 

Mr. Irwin, after calling for order once 
more, spoke as follows: 

“My Fellow Countrymen: It is now clear 
that the people’s party has outgrown the 
State capitol. (Applause and laughter.) I 
Congratulate you on this magnificent con- 
vention which gathers here for the best. 
interests of the people of Georgia. This 
is no time for speech making, so I declare 
this convention now ready for business. 
The first thing in order is the election of a 
temporary chairman and secretaries.” 

Mr. W. Y. Carter arose and nominated 
Hon. Thomas E. Watson as temporary 
Chairman. He made an eloquent speech 
in compliment to the leader of the party, 
80 well known, which caught the applause 
of the hall and galleries, Delegate Hous- 
ton, of Franklin, seconded the nomination, 
and was followed by one delegate from each 
congressional district, who, with enthusias-

was carried by an overwhelming and unani- | 


mous vote. 

W. Y. Carter and G. H. Traylor were ap- 
pointed a committee to escort Mr. Watson 
to the chair. 

When the party's chieftain appeared in 
the hall from the clerk’s room there was 
an outburt of rapturous applause. Shouts 
of “hurrah for Tom Watson,” rent the air 
and the galleries took up the demonstration 
until it did seem the capitol shook with 
the thunder of the mighty shock. 

Mr. Watson in the Chair. 

When finally Mr. Watson plowed his way 
through the crowded aisles and took the 
Stand he had to wait several moments be- 
fore the applause died away sufficiently for 
him to attempt a speech. 

At last he waved the delegates into si- 
lence and began to speak to the convention. 


MR. WATSON TAKES THE CHAIR. 


Mr. Watson was in fine trim. for a speech. 
He did not wear the same broken-down 
look that followed him to defeat two years 
ago, but after so long a rest from the 
wearying war of political campaigns, looked 
like the Tom Watson of yore. 

He spoke as follows: 

“Comrades, 1 am deeply moved at this 
honor from the most significant convention 
gathered since the sounds of warfare died 
away in old Georgia. (Applause,) This state 
is represented today as it has never before 
been represented at any political con- 
vention; the farmers by farmers, 
the profession by its just representa- 
tives; the colored people by men of their 
own color. (Applause.) You represent the 
men who make the anvils ring; you repre- 
sent the men who make the spindles hum— 
the men who make the food and clothing 
for the world. (Renewed cheering.) 

“Two years ago we were fed upon the 
ambrosia of democratic expectations. 
(Laughter.) Today we are gnawing the 
cobs of democratic reality. (Great applause.) 
The democratic party, pledged to give this 
people economy in the expenditure of the 
public money, has increased the expense 
in protecting every blade of government 
grass. (Laughter and shouts “keep off the 
grass!’’) Once in the doubtful days of French 
history some wit said the French people 
enjoyed a despotism tempered with epi- 
grams. I say the people of this country to- 
day are enjoying a Clevelandism tempered 
with an occasional simple hunt and fishing 
frolic. (Great laughter and applause.) If I 
were called upon to define the republican 
party today I would call it a party seek- 
ing to increase the expenditures of the 
government, making the rich richer and the 
poor poorer, If | were called upon to define 
the democratic party heaven Knows I would 
know not what to say. (Renewed laughter.) 
They have, by their actions, shown that a 
democrat is nothing more than a republican 
out of office. (Cheers.) 

“We have been represented as coming 
here with malice in our hearts. We have 
not come here to make war upon any man 
Save upon the plutocrat. We have no com- 
fort to sive to the anarchist. 
We are reformers working upon 
a reasonable plan. We stand for law, for 
order—that law and order that should be 
meted out to every man, white or black, 
alike. (Applause.) 

“Today we will show to the whole world 
that the rancors of the past’ will bear no 
influence with us now. We will let the dead 
past bury its dead, and we come today to 
ask all reasonable men who want such real- 
izations as we seek to join us in this move- 
ment. We will this day endorse our plat- 
form of two years ago with not a single 
plank dropped out. (Renewed applause.) 

“I am pained, my comrades, to see in 
this morning’s paper that there may be a 
split in this convention. If any man here 
makes that break, I warn him to beware. 
(Cries of right!) Comrades, is there a man 
in this hall I don’t love? (Cries of ‘No, 
no.’’» Is there a man in this hall that don’t 
love me? (Shouts of ‘‘Never; not one!’’) 

*‘Now, then, I dedicate this convention to 
the people of Georgia, in whose 
name we have gathered today 
mustered for the battle to give them 
their rights, and I pledge you that when 
the drum is sounded, I, for one, shall break 
through the lines and bare my breast to 
the enemies of the people ready to do or 
die that our sovereign rights may be up- 
held. (Tremendous applause.) 

By motion, Charley McGregor, M. D. 
Irwin and Oscar Parker were made sec- 
retaries. 

Upon motion of Mr. Carter the temporary 
officers were made permanent ones and the 
convention proceeded with the work before 
it. 


A Committee on Platform. 


Hr. Branch, of Columbia, moved that a 
committee on resolutions and platform be

appointed, and that all resolutions be re- 
ferred to the committee without debate. 

This was amended by a provision that the 
platform committee should consist of eleven 
members, one from each congressional dis- 
trict. There was a hiich, and much debate 
on the question how the committeemen 
should be selected. Some wanted the chair- 
man to appoint, others favored the delega- 
tions by congressional districts to select 
the delegates. 

The first thing to be done, however, was 
to get a verified list of all delegates to the 
convention by counties. 

Before entering upon the work of the con- 
vention, the chairman called Rev. H. G, 
Edenfield to the stand and announced that 
before any work should be entered upon 
there would be prayer offered. 

Rev. Mr. Edenfield made a fervent prayer 
for God’s blessings and approval to rest 
on the convention and for the day-star of 
success to rise over the work of the peo- 
ple’s party throughout the republic. 

Several deep and profound amens followed 
the prayer. 

When the roll was finished and the list of 


delegates was verified, the chairman proce. d- 


ed with the appointment of the committee 
on resolutions and platform. He announced 
the following:

Other Committees Appointed. 

Several other committees were appointed 
as follows:

city of Atlanta while engaging in free 
speech in the streets of the city, Z. Har- 
grove, A. Strother and Dr. J. F. Brown. 

To direct the programme of business for 
the convention, J. W. Barrett, L. M. Pal- 
mer and W. M. ‘Cave. 

A committee of eleven, one from each 
congressional district, was appointed to 
draft resolutions condemning the alleged 
frauds claimed by the people’s party as 
the cause of Mr. Watson’s defeat in the 
tenth distirct. 

The convention adjourned until 2 o’clock. 


JHE AFTERNOON SESSION. 


There Was Considerable Enthusiasm. 
Nominations Not Yet Reached. 
Promptly at 2:30 o’clock the convention 
was called to. order for the afternoon ses- 

sion. 

The report of the committee on order of 
business was called for by several dele- 
gates. Chairman Watson asked if the com- 
mittee was ready to report, but the chair- 
man of that committee had not yet entered 
the hall and there was some delay. 

Mr. Barrett, chairman, finally reported 
the order of business for the afternoon as 
follows: 

First, 
platform, 

Second, 
ticket. 

Third, speeches limited to five minutes in 
all nominations. 

Fourth, no delegate shall be allowed to 
speak more than once on the same subject 
matter. 

This report was unanimously adopted. 
Mr. Branch statedthat the committee on 
plaform could not just then make a report. 
He said the committee wanted to take full 
time and frame the party platform as 
cautiously as possible. He said it would be 
more than an hour before the committee 
could report the platform. 

The convention went on with other busi- 
ness. 

The committee appointed in the forenoon 
to investigate the arrest and imprisonment 
of Osborne, a people’s party lecturer, wh'ch 
occurred in Atlanta last winter, announced 
ready to report. ; 

This matter has been aired in the papers 
considerably. Osborne was speaking in 
the strets of this city and about him had 
gathered a great throng. They crowded 
the streets so that it was impossible for 
citizens to pass. Policemen ordered the 
crowd to move from that particular place 
on account of blockading the streets, when 
a positive refusal was given. This causec 
the speaker to be arrested. 

The report of the special committee to 
condémn this arrest was as follows: 

‘‘Whereas, This government allows free 
speech to all citizens, we consider that 
wrong has been done. 

“Resolved, That we place the seal of con- 
demnation on this outrage placed upon the 
promoter of our principles, by arrest and 
imprisonment.”’ | 

Several Negroes Speak Ont. 

Several negro delegates made speeches 
on this resolution, endorsing it. One of 
them, whose name was unknown to the 
secretaries, grew excited and made quit® 
an incendiary speech, interrupted several

tims by cries of, ‘Sit down, sit down,’”’ and 
was finally choked down by a call for the 
previous question. 

The report of the committee was adopted, 

A negro preacher from McDuffie, named 
White, introduced a resolution calling for 
purity of the bailot and equal rignts to whitvs 
and blacks alike. He said he did not claim 
that his race should be put on terms of 
social equality, but he did claim that they 
should have civic equality. 

As to Election Frauds. 

Very much came to'the surface during the 
afternoon session concerning the alleged 
election frauds perpetrated, as the populists 
claim, by democrats in the last state and 
national campaign. 

The committee appointed in the forenoon 
to look into these so-called outrages in the 
tenth district—outrages which the people's 
partyites say caused the dethronement of 
their leader, Tom Watson, in that district, 
in spite of overwhelming majorities, consist- 
ed of the following members of the conven- 
tion: 

F. H Saffold, J. W. Dixon, John Walton, 
H. M. Cramer, C. L. Turner, Charles Mc- 
Gregor and C. F. Turner. 

They were instructed to Craft resolutions 
strongly condemning such outrages as the 
party alleges, and did so. The resolutions 
will charge all manner of fraudulent voting 
and counting in the counties of the tenth 
district on the part of democrats, laying 
particular stress upon the way the elec- 
tion was conducted in the city of Augusta 
by the democratic managers. 


The State Executive Committee. 


While the convention was waiting for the 
committee on platform to report, it was 
decided to proceed with the election of the 
executive committee for the state, which 
is to be the central campaign committee in 
the coming contest. 

On motion a recess of half an hour was 
taken to allow the delegations from con- 
gressional districts to-get together and 
report their selections of two men from 
their respective districts as members of 
this committee. 

Such a course was taken, resulting as fol- 
lows:

2S a man whose nomination ior that 
high place had been seconded by a negro, 
and for that reason he was not surprised to 
see the accounts The Journal was giving 
of this convention. Branching off into a 
discussion of the race question, Mr. Watson 
said that when Atticus G. Haygood frst 
started out on his movement for the educa- 
tion of the negro he was met with a great 
opposition among some white citizens, but 
finally was crowned with the triumph of 
vindication. ‘‘I remember,” said Mr. Wat- 
son, “how Henry W. Grady went over 
this country pleading for greater friendli- 
ness for this poor, unfortunate black people, 
and how successful he had been. No, gen- 
tlemen, the day has come for the black man 
to be meted out simple justice as a citizen 
of this country. Tell mie the sense of edu- 
cating these people if they are not to have 
rights. (Applause.) Tell me the sense of 
saying to them, ‘you have rights only so 
long as you live under the bénign guardi- 
anship of the democratic party.’ (Laughter 
and applause.) 

‘These poor yesple are seeing at last that 
we of the people’s party are their friends. 
All they want~o? us is a free ballot and a 
fair count. They don’t get it from the 
democratic party. There is today no rarer 
compound of humMbuggery than a democratic 
negro, (Much laughter and amusement.) 

“These colored people were our friends 
in the times when we needed friends two 
years ago. They stood by. us through 
thick and thin. They stood by us when 
they knew their pockets could be lined with 
money by going with the democratic party, 
and if they profess fondness for me today 
it is begause they know fhat I never went 
back upon a friend in my life. (Applause.) 
Two years ago, just after that fearful 
storm of hate and prejudice had swept over 
this proud old state, we called a mass 
meeting at my house to see whether we 
would contest the election in the tenth con- 
gressional district. | told the men who 
gathered there that I had no money with 
which to conduct the contest and it could 
not go on without their assistance. At 
once they began to take steps to secure the 
amount necessary. I was touched when at 
that meeting a plain, black negro stood 
up and said: ‘Here’s 50 cents my wife told 
me to give to this movement. She was sick 
on her death bed at the time, and it 
was her last penny on earth, but she told 
me to take it to Mr. Watson to put with 
his fund to contest his election, and T 
have brought it accordinz to her trust.’ 
(Tumultuous applause.) 

‘‘Now,”’ concluded Mr. Watson, “why am 
I not a friend to the colored peonle of 
this land? Why should I not feel kindly 
for them? I second the nomination of 
this colored man, Ephraim White, as a 
man worthy to be on the executive com- 
mittee of this or any other party from 
the state at large.”’ 

The nomination went through with a 
rush.

The General Assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian Church Meets Today. 


IN SESSION AT NASHVILLE, TENN 


The Case of the Young Lady Who Was 
Dropped from the Church in Colum- 
bis, 8S. C., Will Be Considered. 


The general assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian church will convene this morn- 
ing at Nashville, Tenn. 

This is the highest legislative’ body of the 
church and is also the final court of ap- 
peals in all matters of religious or doctrin- 
al controversy. 

It meets annually and is composed of 
many of the most distinguuished preach- 
ers of the land. About twelve years ago 
the general assembly met im this eity and 
the sessions of that body were held in the 
auditorium of the First Presbyterian 
church, which had recently been completed. 

Rev. W. J. Gaines, of Decatur, Ga., pass- 
er through the city last night on his way 
to Nashville, 

None of the local Presbyterian preachers 
will attend the general assembly this year, 
although the synod of north Georgia, as 
usual, will be ably represented. 

The case of the young lady who waa drop- 
ped from the membership of the Presby- 
terian church at Columbia, S. C., because 
She worked on the Sabbath day, has been 
appealed to the general assembly and the 
merits of the case will be fully discussed 
by able counsel. : 

The young lady’s defense is that her du- 
ties required her to work on the Sabbath, 
and she could not afford to give up her 
position because she was dependent upon 
it for a livelihood. 

It will be an important case, and one 
which the religious world will note with 
considerable interest. The decision of the 
case will also emphasize the attitude of 
the Presbyterian church. 

Speculation as to the action of the gen- 
eral assembly, as based upon the previous 
decision of the body, as well as the policy 
of Presbyterianism, induces a great many 
to believe that the action of the church 
will be sustained. 

In this event, a number of members 
throughout the country will have to be 
dropped from the rolls of the church. 

At Saratoga. 

The general assembly of the northern 
Presbyterian church is now in session at 
Saratoga, N. Y. 

It is the eighteenth annual session of 
that body.

MR. DIXON DEAD. 


He Passed Away at Home in This City 
Yesterday Morning. 

At his residence on Baker street yesterday 
morning Mr. John Y. Dixon, one of the 
most prominent business men of this city, 
breathed his last. 

He was surrounded by the members of his 
household and his closing hours were calm 
and peaceful. 

The death of this enterprising and useful 
citizen will cast a gloom over many hearts 
in this community. The even temper of 
his life and the modesty which character- 
ized his intercourse with men rendered him 
a universal favorite. He was a man of 
strong convictions and of steady purpose, 
but this only enhanced his popularity. 

The cause of Mr. Dixon’s death was can- 
cer of the stomach. His malady first as- 
sumed a malignant form ahout the Ist of 
January, although the germ of the disease 
was of a much earlier origin. 

About a month ago Mr. Dixon left for 
New York and consulted the most eminent 
physicians of the country. He submitted 
to a thorough examination and was ac- 
guainted with the actual nature of his 
malady. 

He calmly submitted to his fate and real- 
izing that his days were numbered he re- 
turned, with a feeling of resignation, to 
his southern home and to his many friends, 
who have never failed in their kind solici- 
tude and attention. 

Mr. Dixon, at the time of his death, was 
in the forty-seventh year of his age. He 
leaves a wife and two children, a son and a 
daughter, to mourn his loss and to cherish 
the memory of his upright walk and con- 
versation. 

Mr. Dixon, a short time prior to his death, 
was the president of the Young Men’s 
Saturday Night Club, of this city. He was 
a devoted member of that organization and 
& patron of all that promised to improve 
and elevate the intellect. He was also a 
consistent member of the Church of Our 
Father and died in the full consolation of 
the Unitarian faith. 

At the last meeting of the Unitarian con- 
ference, which was held in this city about 
two months ago, a telegram of sympathy 
and good will was wired to Mr. Dixon, who 
was then an invalid at one of the hospitals 
of New York. 

Mr. Dixon was a prominent member of 
Atlanta lodge, No. 20, Knights of Pythias. 
A telegram yesterday morning was sent to 
the grand lodge in session at Columbus, 
Ga., and a delegation from that body will 
attend the funeral in Savannah today. 

After services at the residence yesterday 
afternoon the body was taken to the depot. 
In charge of Mr. H. M. Patterson, a mem- 
ber of the same lodge, it was taken to 
Savannah, Ga., for interment in Laurel 
Grove cemetery.

From there he walked to 
Marietta, Ga., and continued his trip until 
he was apprehended.

ORDERS ARE PLENTIFUL IN THE SOUTH 


The Atlanta Office Receives Some of the 
Spurious Paper—How the Fraud 
Was Discovered. 


Georgia is flooded with bogus money or- 
ders. 

During the last few days nearly every 
town in the state has received them and 
a large number have already been cashed. 

All of the orders are made out on a coun- 
terfeited blank of the Wells, Fargo express 
Company, and bear the forged signature of 
Anson Gorton, the general agent for that 
company. 

Most of them are sent to the banks for 
collection, but several lawyers have receiv- 
ed them. A marked peculiarity of these 
spurious. issues is 
sent out to the small towns only. 

The Southern express office of this city 
has received five which were forwarded here 
for collection by different towns. Flovilla 
furnished the first order. This came in Mon- 
day with a letter from the local agent ask- 
ing the Atlanta office to cash it as the 
funds in his office were rather low. It took 
only a moment for Cashier C. lL. Owens to 
notice that it was false and he at once 
began an investigation. 

A message was sent to the Wells, Fargo 
people in Chicago asking about the validity 
of the order and back came a reply pro-
